Thompson who had settled in Rush 
county in the spring of 1822. 
Mr. 
Thompson, immediately became the 
pastor of the Baptist church at Lit­ 
tle Flat rock. 
It was not long until 
his reputation as 
a 
speaker 
had 
spread over the country and through 
his 
influence 
different 
Baptist 
churches were organized in different 
parts of the surrounding country. 
“The excitement in Kentucky over 
the doctrines of the Reformation dis-- 
turbed tile young Baptist preacher of 
the little FLatrock 
church, 
and he 
concluded to visit his old home and 
investgate things for himself, so he 
went, carrying with him the full con­ 
fidence of his own church in his 
po weir and ability to meet and anni-1 


Baptist church acquiesced in the new 
order of tilings;

TH E TROUBLE IN GREECE. 


Fa ilure o f Hellenic C a u s e In Crete H a s 
B r o u gh t A b o u t D is turba nce. 
The cause of the uaval revolt in 
Greece which led to the fight at his­ 
toric Salamis is to be found p robably 
in the recent failure of the Greek cause 
in Crete when the p owers up on Tor 
key's p rotest removed the Hellenic 
flag which had been hoisted in Kanea. 
For this failure to secure Crete for 
Greece the blame was p op ularly laid 
to governmental inefficiency, and as 
a result several weeks ago two bat­ 
talions of troop s at Athens mutinied. 
Retiring to the suburbs, they demand­ 
ed the surrender of the high p laces 
held in the army by Crown Prince Con­ 
stantine. commander In chief of the 
Greek army; Prince Andrew, a 
cap - 
tain of cavalry, and Prince Christo­ 
p her. a sublieutenant in the infantry. 
The cause of the malcontents was 
esp oused 
by the p owerful 
Military 
league, which on Oct. 15 forced the 
chamber of dep uties to vote a meas­ 
ure abolishing the right of the crown 
p rince to hold the p ost of c ommander 
in chief and of the other p rinces to 
hold military commands. King George 
earlier in the day having p ersuaded 
his sons, 
the 
Princes Constantine, 
George. Nicholas and Christop her, to 
resign their commissions. 
Before the 
p assage of the military bills in the 
chamber of dep uties thirty royalist 
members showed their disap p roval by 
withdrawing from the chamber. These 
loyalists insisted that the Military 
league was determined to force the 
king to abdicate. 
To some observers it seemed that 
the crisis had been p ostp oned by the 
retirement of the p rinces, but to all it 
was evident that it was likely to grow 
acute again if the Cretans returned 
dep uties to the chamber at the next 
election. 
Meanwhile the Military league, not 
satisfied with the humiliation of the 
royal family, issued an ultimatum de­ 
manding the enactment within twenty- 
four hours of an ordinance snsp ending 
all p romotion for five years, the aboli­ 
tion of the p ost of rear admiral, here­ 
tofore held by Prince George, together 
with two vice admiralship s and fifteen 
p ositions of lesser rank. 
The p remier 
offered a comp romise in the form of 
a bill altering the age limit for sup er­ 
annuation from sixty-five years 
to fifty* 
eight years. This was not satisfactory 
to the league, and thirty naval officers 
retired to the Island of Salamis, up on 
which is situated the arsenal which 
these officers seized and where p re­ 
vious to the engagement between the 
fleet and their torp edo boats tbey in­ 
trenched themselves.
